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lowiiT] water in it, having made a roundifh cavity, impreffedin 
tliat kidney : whence fome thought it came, that a little before 
his death a fuppreflion of Vrine had befallen liim j though others 
were of opinionj that his Vrin was fnppreflcd upon the regurgi- 
tation of all the Serofity into the Lungs. Not the leaft appea- 
rance there was of any Suvy matter either in the Kidneys or 
Bladder. His Bomls were alfo found, a little whitift without. 
His .S/Z^fj* very little, hardly equalling the bignefs of one iTid- 
hcj'.- In fhort, all his inward parts appear'd fo healthy, that 
if he had not changed his Dyctand Air, he might perhaps have 
lived a good while longer. 

3. T he Caufe of his death was imputed chiefly to the change 
of FeodmdAir-, forafmuch as coming out of a clear, thin, and 
free Air, he came into the thick Air of London, and after a con- 
ftant, plain, and homely Country- diet, he was taken into a fplen • 
did Family, where he fed high, and drunk plentifully of the 
beft wines, whereupon the natural funftions of the parts of his 
body were over-charged, his Lungs obftruded, and the habit 
of the whole Body quite diforder'd j upon which there could not 
but focn enfue a dilToIution, 

4. His BrAin was found entire and ferme ; And though he 
had not the ufeof his Eyes, nor much of his Memory, feveral 
years before he died •, yet he had his Hearing and Apprehenfion 
ve:y well,and was able even to the hundred and thirtieth year of 
his Age to do any Husbandmans vvork,even Thrcfliing of Corn.

more of them be procured out of ^talj, or the Book, it felf 
be reprinted here > which latter I now find aftually a doing 
imz.hy Mx,^ohiMarm. 

It contains J. DiffertattotiS •• Of the Liver ; the Bxterror 
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p4rt of the Brairf*^ the Kidmjs*^ the Sfeen% the folyfus of th 
Heart. C'oncerning the Liver ^ he firfl gives a fumma- 
ry Account of what hath been faid of ix; then relateth 
what himfelf hath obferred in that part , in all forts of 
Living Creatures > finding ir to have Lobes and to be a cUn- 
dul of that kind . which by Anatomifts are called Conglomerate 
in contradiftiniflion to the Conglobate > thirdly examines (very 
modeftly) the reafons given by the Learned t)rJvhartom^2Lm^ 
'its being a Glandul •, fourthly , afligneth 'its ojffice and Ufe ^ 
and making it no other ^ then that it feparateth the Gall, and 
conveighs the fame , by means of the porus bilUrius , into the 
Inteftins 5 notvvithftanding all the Exceptions of Be Bills , 
Deufingius, Sylvius &c. Whereunto he fubjoyns alfo the 
great Ufe of the Gall { efteemed a kind of Excrement by 
the Vulgar) in performing the part of a neceflfary condiment 
and ferment in digeftion^ fo that upon it's abfence^ or ob- 
ftru(aion in the Liver ^ very dangerous difeafes, and efpecially 
the Dropfy, muft needs enfue. 

Touching the Exterior fart of the Brain ( called by Ana- 
tomifts Cerebri Cortex^ he firft inquires into the Nature of i'ts 
Subftance^ and finds it a Congeries of Glanduls^ more confpicu- 
ous to be fuch in boyled than in crude Brains, and moft difcern- 
able in Fiflies and Birds : Where he alledges an Obfervati- 
on of a Stone found in the Brain , which was faihioned like 
the fruit of Mulberrys ^ conglobated and made up of many 
fmal kernels or grains , of adi-color, probably thus form'd by 
the petrified Cortex of the Brain , and fo retaining the natu- 
ral Shape of the Glanduls thereof, Next^ he folveth the argu- 
ments of the above mentioned Dr. Wharton produced in his 
Book De Glandulis y againft that Opinion, Further^ explaining 
the VeflTels of the Brain ^ and their Procefs , he affii ms ^ that 
the whole Subftance called the Medulla of the Brain and the 
After-brain, is a Heap of Fibres or Veflfels , which from the 
Stock or Trunck of the Spinal marrow, by many Windings 
and Crinkles forme thofe Cavities and Involutions;, to be 
found there, and are at laft deeply implanted in the very 
Glanduls of the Brain: Where he t«ches,that the whole 
Work of reparation and depuration is perform'd by the in^ 
ward ftru^urc of the Glanduls of the Brain, the luycepafTing 
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immf diady out ofthetn into the hollow and fiftalotas fibrcSj to 
be conveyed by a coatinaed courfe into the fubjacent parts 
to execute it's feveral offices , as is performed by the lite k 
Tubes or Pipes of Plants : adding for the illuftration of the 
Original of the Spinal Marrow and the Nerves^ that that Marrow 
is a Bundle of Nerves ^ which whirft it makes up the Brain ^ 
divides it into two parts (by the circumvolutions of which 
the fides of the ventricles arc formed ) and terminates at laft 
m the Cmex^ wherein , and in whofe Glandular grains the 
extreme roots of the Nerves, in the fmalleft foe, are im- 
planted. After this he proceeds to the ufe of the Cmex:, and 
is of opinion , that by thefe little Glanduls there are feparated 
and colle^ed thofe particles, which Nature has de/ign'd for 
Inftrumentsof Senfation, and by which^ vviien con\^ey*d through 
the tubulous Nerves ^ the coherent parts are impregnated and 
fweird 5 and the Animal made fenfible of the operations of 
fcveral Objeds. Moreover he advances fome confideration of 
his 5 upon the Learn'd Dr. Willis's Opinion about the Pro- 
duction of the Internal Sencesby vertueof the Brains ftruBurei^ 
and alfo upon his afcribing to thofe Bodies , he cals (lriAt4 
and radiofa^ a twofold texture, whereof the one afcends, the 
other defcends ^ for the perception of the impreflions of Sen- 
Hble Objeds by the former, and the performance of Motions 
by the latter. Laflly^ he takes notice that the famous Dr. 
Gli^on hath derived the matter of , the Nervous Iwjce through 
the nerves into the Brain, from the GUnduls of the Mefentc- 
ry •, and Fortius , from the Mouth and mteftins 5 whereas, 
fince he has obferved the Maflfc of the Brain made up only 
of :!l Glandular Cortex^ ^^d oi Fibres proceeding from thence, 
together with the fanguineous velfelsj and not yet found any 
cavities for receiving the Chyle, and conveying it into every 
part of the Brainy he therefore conceives^ that all the Nerves are 
produced Out of the Brain and the Cerabellum^ for this end, 
that they may carry dqwn the juice feparated in the very 
Glanduls 5 there wanting no fanguineoas veflels, by which both 
fufficient matter may be furniflit, and the refidue of the per- 
colated luycc carried away again. 

Concerning i\kt Kidneys^ be firfi relates, what hath been taught of 
em hid^rto^ and thpn delivers both his own obfervatioiis about them ^ 
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hy along ufe of the Kiicrofcope^ c^nd his deduftic^s from ihem. Uf 
affirmes^ that he hnb always oblerved, the Kidmjs to be alfoa Ct^- 
erm of fmill Gt^^ndalf^ by injcfting through tlie Emiilgent Orrery a 
bkck liquor, mux, with fpirit of wine ,?nd by curcing the KiMp 
longways J ttid then finding^ b€twi/.t th.e Urinous Vtffcls and theu* 
interflices , very many of fuch glmd^Is which like litlc apples are rp- 
pcnKlam to the Sanguineous, vcfTtls, tiwgid with tint blrck liquor. He 
adds, that, after many trials, he at lart found t'^lfo a connexion bctwiiit 
thofe Gid^d^ls and the Veflels of Urine, /$ to the PeivM^ he makes 
that nothing but an Expanrx>n of the Vretet^ asconfifting of the £.me 
roci^brane and nervous fibres with the Ureter, Difcourfing of the Vfe 
of the Kidmfi be finds it difficult to eiplatn^ by what art and mechaniftue ^ 
U\mm fo copioufly excretes b| the Reins ( whofe glandular ftruAurc 
feems to be uniforme) a liquor^ which is compounded of Aqueous, 
Saline, Sulphury and other particles, and fometimes iliert licks of im- 
pofthwms, and other filch of the Body: Where he tskes great pain^iti 
fomemeafure to cle^^r that matter| addiag thereunto the manner of tl^^ 
«yr#^e#j;^»ir^^^»in the Kidneys. 

In ctie Eiercicacion about the Spleen, ^^''^'^*'g premifcd , fs before 
in the other parts ^ what has been hitherto pubhlh'c about ic ^ he fub-. 
joyns what himfelf hith further obferved therein: viz, Thnc the 
whole body of the Spleen , however it may feem to be a fibftance 
made up of concreted bloody yet is indeed a (^omp'cxof Membranes, 
faftiionM and difiinguifh^c into little Folds and Celle • dearly to be fcc:n 
by fyringing into it (tore of Air by the E^mus fpiemcm , whereby the 
whole Spleen will become fo turgid ^ as to fwell into an exceffive big- 
nefs| which if upon the exficcation of the thus fwelled part, it be pre- 
fently cut, its whole maflewill be found made up of Membranes, of tlje 
(hape of the Cells in Bee-hives; as he affirms to have clearly feen in 
the Spleen of a Sheep and Hogg, and in that of a man. But then he 
adds , that through this whole mcmbranons Body of the Spleen arc 
copioufly difperfed Clufters of Glanduls, or, if you will^ Bladders, 
very plainly refembling Clufters of Grc'^pes-, appendant on the fibres^ 
and the extremities of the arteries and nerves of chat body. Coming 
to difcou!:fe of the Vfe of the Spleen^ after he hath examined the va- 
rious opinion of Anatomifts concerning it, and declared his diffatisfadi- 
on therein , together with the reafons thereof, he does with great 
modefty as weli as ingenuity offer his thoughts ^bout it^viz. Ti?at, 
confidering the whole ftrufture of the Spleen ^ ic feems to be delign- 
cd foranew feparation and mixture of the Juices conveyed ir to it's Clan- 
duls by the Arteries and Nerves , and then colleAed in the Cells ; 
whereby and byit^sftay there, the Blood receives fnch a further change^ 
and is fo much more exalted, that being conveyed by the Spknetkl^ 
Brdnch into the neigh bourina Liver and there refermented, it re- 
quires a difpofitioOj for an eafy feparation of the G^// there (which is 
fuppofed to be the chief work of the Liver. )

Tou hm^ the i<i;1 fubje^ of thcfe Diflcrtationj, which is oftKe Fpfypuscf iht Hearit 
the Author obf'crves, after the rcciLarion of oilier Wii^crs opinions of the fame, that chofc 
ExcrcfccfHes grow and r\vcll for the moH part in the Right Ventricle of the Heart fooner 
than the Lcr> as they alio do about the other veins of the Lufi^s jwid Hesd, from this caufe^ 
7 hat the rctvrning m (!<• of ti e bleed is no "j by the long ccrltinued nutriticn of the part$> 
and by tranfpiraticr, depauperated of the fpirituous and finer particles> fuch ^s are the ful- 
phurousand the led ; and whild it is frclhly confounded with the Chile, and other liquorsj 
ycc different from the nature of bleu S the whire afjd ragged parts thereof, being preci- 
pitated hy the contiguity of thofe unlike part^ are in the large folds of the Hearts right 
ventricle or auricle* by their ruggedp.efs and little chinki crtangled ; whence being aflbcia- 
ted to the iikc others, paif ng by, they grow into a greater buik > as it happens in the gc- 
neraiien of the ftcnein the Pelvis of^ the kidncy.sor in the concretion of Tartar in water 
Conduits. Bur, befides this, the Au hor conceives, that the Potjpjs may he gc" erated 
from other caue-, fince Experience evincfs? that it is produced by poifonous potions, by 
malignant Fevers, caufed chiefly by a triafmx or corruption of the Ai''>and by the Plague, 
and other infedious Diilcmpers ; wherein k happens, that fuch fleams or juyces are, by the 
corrupt ferments of the Fi[ccray mixtwith the B'oud, which diituib its texture. This 
our Author illuftrares by fome Exp^rimenrs 5 whereof one is that powring 0;'/«/5'«/- 
phur, ovo^ritriol upon warm blou^ it raifeth i^, and by a kind of codion at laft incru' 
^ates it : Another^ that thrjwing pulverifed Allum on Uy ic renders it black and aduft. 
Butthati\r//er, either pulvaifed or di^iobQd per deli j liumy attenuats it, and renders it 
veiy florid ; as alfo doth Jqu vitx^Sd gemm.e^. Commm Silh Sal JrmeniJC) Sulphur^ 
and Harts horn f which alio for a pretty while hinder the coagulation of th< bloud. And 
dif:ouifing from hence of the caufes, which in the Plague, &c.. do coagulate the bloud, ei- 
ther in who'e, or in part by [.e Kratliig Fol pus'sy he fiith, that thofe caufes ought to be 
taken from fomething analogous to ^ila- , Vitriol and ^ he like, not from Niter and roiih 
ttJe Sfirit'y which ihculd raiher be uled as remedies by re-fermenting and rendring fluid 
the bloud..
